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98th  ANNUAL  REPORT,  YEAR  1947 


The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  report  on 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1947. 

1. — THE  EXTENSION. 

This  year  has  seen  further  steady  progress  in  the  Hospital’s 
planned  extension.  The  Tender  of  Messrs.  Griggs  &  Son,  Plymouth, 
for  £15,750  5s.  Id.  for  the  work  was  accepted  in  July  and  it  was 
hoped  that  work  would  be  shortly  commenced.  The  Ministry  of 
Health,  however,  had  to  send  the  plans  back  for  revision  owing 
to  the  National  crisis  and  shortage  of  various  materials.  A 
revised  plan  has  been  submitted  and  the  licence  is  actually 
awaited.  The  revised  plan  docs  not  alter  the  general  scheme 
of  extension,  but  rather  architectural  and  constructional  details. 
Incidently  it  has  added  a  further  £2,000  (approx)  to  the  estimated 
cost,  but  the  financial  situation  is  reviewed  in  another  paragraph. 

2. — IMPROVEMENTS. 

Improvements  to  the  Hospital  actually  carried  out  this  year 
have  been  as  follows  : — 

(a)  An  emergency  Lighting  Set  has  been  installed  in  the 
Theatre  and  Out-Patients’  Theatre  so  that  an  unforseen 
cut  of  the  main  electric  supply  will  in  no  way  interfere 
with  a  case  in  hand.  Similarly  an  emergency  case 
can  now  be  dealt  with  during  a  predicted  cut,  with  no 
apparent  difference  in  the  normal  lighting. 

(b)  The  Balcony  at  the  end  of  the  Women’s  Ward  has  been 
renovated  and  now  provides  accommodation  for  four 
additional  beds. 

(c)  Mrs.  Stanley  Beale  has  very  kindly  consented  to  allow 
the  “  Stanley  Beale  ”  fund  to  be  used  for  a  similar 
renovation  of  the  balcony  at  the  end  of  the  Children’s 
Ward.  After  this  work  has  been  completed  it  is  proposed 
to  put  up  a  tablet  to  commemorate  where  the  funds 
for  this  work  came  from. 

(d)  53  Stacking  Chairs  have  been  provided  with  the  money 
specially  collected  by  Mrs.  Fulford  for  that  purpose. 

3. — FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 

(a)  Carnival  :  A  very  successful  Carnival  resulted  in  the 
Carnival  Committee  handing  over  the  magnificent  sum 
of  £1,275  for  the  Hospital  Extension  Fund.  The 
Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  special  thanks 
to  Mr.  E.  J.  Day,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Carnival 
Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and  financial 
support. 
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(b)  Fete  :  The  Hospital  Fete  was  held,  through  the  kindness 
of  Mrs.  Oliver,  at  Porthill,  Northam,  and  realised 
£331  6s.  lOd.  We  desire  to  record  our  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  all  who  contributed  to  it’s  success. 

(c)  Alexandra  Rose  Day  :  This  splendid  effort  realised 
£201  13s.  8d.  We  are  very  much  indebted  to  Miss  Lee 
and  all  those  ladies  who  worked  so  enthusiastically. 

(d)  The  Exeter  and  Western  Counties  Hospital  Aid  Society 
have  very  generously  made  a  donation  of  £950  as  a  mark 
of  their  appreciation  for  services  rendered.  The  sincere 
thanks  of  all  interested  in  the  Hospital  was  recorded  to 
the  Society. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Committee  are  no  less  grateful  to, 
or  appreciative  of  the  subscriptions  and  donations  received  from 
no  matter  what  source,  details  of  which  appear  in  the  accounts 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

4. — FINANCE. 

(a)  General  Remarks  :  The  total  ordinary  expenditure  for 

for  the  year  was  £15,852  17s.  5d.,  as  against 

£12,267  3s.  5d.,  an  increase  of  £3,136  3s.  lOd. 

The  main  item  in  the  higher  cost  occurs  under  the 
heading  of  Salaries  and  Wages  due  to  the  periodic  issue 
of  new  scales  by  the  Joint  Negotiating  Concils  and 
Rushcliffe  Committee. 

Other  items  of  note  include  Theatre  Emergency 
Lighting  £160,  Boyles  Combined  Ansesthetic  Apparatus 
£65,  Magrini  Food  Conveyor  £75  7s.  Od.  and  £287, 
paid  for  the  Frigadaire  reported  in  last  years  report. 

The  total  ordinary  Income  for  the  year  amounted  to 
£11,514  10s.  9d.,  as  compared  with  £12,716  13s.  7d. 
in  1946. 

(b)  The  3rd  and  final  distribution  of  assets  of  the  Bombay, 
Baroda  and  Central  Indian  Railway  Company  at  10 J% 
on  £79  9s.  4d.,  Capital  Stock  1906,  resulted  in  the  sum  of 
£8  2s.  7d.  being  received.  This  has  been  invested  by  the 
Charity  Commissioners  on  our  behalf  in  3%  Savings 
Bonds  1960/70.

They  have  been  on  a  generous 
scale  and  of  enormous  help  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
Hospital.

We  welcome  his  successor, 
Mr.  J.  Garfield  Wright,  and  trust  that  he  will  be  happy 
in  the  appointment. 

(d)  The  Assistant  Matron,  Miss  I.  Morrison  tendered  her 
resignation  during  the  year.  She  served  the  Hospital 
with  efficiency  and  devotion  to  duty,  and  the  Committee 
wish  to  record  their  thanks  and  good  wishes  to  her. 
Miss  G.  H.  Campion  was  appointed  in  her  place. 
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10. — THANKS. 

The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Committee  is  extended  to  all 
Member* of  the  Staff. 

11. — MEDICAL  SfAFF. 

The  Committee  are  privileged  to  place  on  record  their  grateful 
thanks  to  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff 
for  their  services  during  the  year  under  review. 

We  extend  a  welcome  to  Mr.  J.  Girvan  Cross,  l.d.s.,  r.c.s. 
Edin.,  and  Mr.  M.  R.  Ross,  l.d.s.  (q.u.b.)  who  have  been  appointed 
as  Honorary  Surgeon  Dentists. 

12. — FUTURE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  Hospital  Committee  of  management  have  been  informed 
that  the  Minister  of  Health  will  take  the  Hospital  over  in  July, 
1948.  This  may  involve  many  changes  which  time  alone  can 
disclose.  The  Committee,  however,  are  not  relaxing  their  efforts, 
they  are  determined  to  provide  the  best  service  possible  for  the 
town  and  district.  The  indications  seem  to  be  that  under  the 
Act  all  the  National  Health  Services  of  the  town  will  be 
concentrated  round  the  Hospital,  and  not  scattered  as  at  present. 
Consultations  pointing  strongly  to  this  have  taken  place. 

Arrangements  have  already  been  completed  with  the  Devon 
County  Council  to  open  a  priority  Dental  Service  for  Expectant 
and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Pre-School  children. 

13. — EXTENSIONS. 

Although  we  have  undertaken  the  extension  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  £17,750  Os.  0d.,  we  have  received  an  assurance 
from  the  Minister  of  Health  that  if  “  the  available  resources  of 

the  Hospital  prove  inadequate  for  its  maintenance  and  capital 
needs ,  the  Minister  would  be  prepared  to  consider  your  Board's 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  assistance  required  from  Government 
Funds  to  enable  the  Hospital  to  maintain  its  full  service  and  to 
finance  approved  developments .” 


In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  stress  that  no  matter  what  the 
future  may  bring  forth,  the  Committee  feel  that  the  high  standard 
of  the  Hospital  must  be  maintained  and  improved  as  circumstances 
permit.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  people  of  the  area  will 
concur  in  this  and  that  they  will  demonstrate  that  concurrence 
by  continuing  to  give  their  support,  financial  and  otherwise,  as 
they  have  so  generously  done  in  the  past.

GIFTS  TO  HOSPITALS 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  many  intending  donors  Have  recently 
revoked  legacies  or  refrained  from  making  gifts  to  Hospitals,  because 

either  (a)  they  assume  that  the  Hospitals  would  no  longer  need  their 
support, 

or  (b)  they  fear  that  any  money  given  by  them  would,  on  “  the 
appointed  day.”  when  the  National  Health  Service  comes 
into  force,  be  diverted  from  the  particular  Hospital  or 
purpose  which  they  wished  to  endow. 

As  regards  (b)  the  National  Health  Service  Bill  in  its  original  form 
certainly  gave  grounds  for  this  fear.  The  Bill  was  however  amended  in 
important  respects  as  the  result  of  debates  in  the  House  of  Lords.  Donors 
may  still  make  gifts  to  Hospitals  with  the  assurance  that  their  benefactions 
will  be  applied  in  accordance  with  their  intentions  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
particular  Hospital  or  locality  in  which  they  are  interested. 


In  particular  it  is  desired  that  legal  practioners  should,  whenever  they 
feel  that  they  can  properly  do  so,  draw  the  attention  of  charitably  minded 
plients  to  the  true  position  under  the  Act, 


GIFTS  TO  HOSPITALS 


Gifts  made  after  the  “  Appointed  Day  ” 

After  the  “  appointed  day  ”  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  make  gifts  to 
Hospitals  for  general  maintenance,  but  gifts  for  special  puroses  will  still  be 
needed  (e.g.  for  research,  comforts  and  assistance  for  patients,  and  amenities 
for  the  staff),  and  intending  donors  are  reminded  that  the  new  Management 
Committees  will  be  corporate  bodies  and  will  have  full  power  to  receive  gifts 
and  legacies  of  money  or  property  upon  trust  for  purposes  relating  to  hospital 
services  or  to  the  functions  of  the  Committee  with  respect  to  research.  More¬ 
over,  Part  11  of  the  Mortmain  and  Charitable  Uses  Acts  1888  and  891  (which 
impose  restrictions  on  gifts  of  land  to  Charitable  uses)  do  not  apply  to  gifts 
to  a  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Hospital  Management  Committees 
will  be  in  the  same  position  as  ordinary  trustees  with  respect  to  property 
given  to  them  after  the  appointed  day,  and  will  be  bound  to  apply  such 
property  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  trusts  declared  by  the  donors. 


Suggested  form  for  Gift  to  a  Hospital.  For  use  after  the  “  Appointed  Day  ” 

(a)  In  a  Will  : 

“  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Management  Committee  of  the  Bideford 
and  District  Hospital  the  sum  of  £  free  of  duty  UPON 

TRUST  to  apply  the  capital  and  Income  of  the  said  sum  for  such 
purposes  other  than  general  maintenance  connected  with  the  said 
Hospital  as  the  Committee  shall  in  their  discretion  determine.” 


(b)  Gift  made  during  the  lifetime  of  the  donor  : 

The  gift  should  be  made  to  the  Management  Committee  of  the  Hospital, 
upon  trust  to  apply  the  fund  or  property  for  the  special  purpose  which 
the  donor  may  have  in  mind,  or  upon  trust  in  the  following  form 

“  In  trust  to  apply  the  capital  and  income  of  the  said  sum  (or  property) 
for  such  purposes  other  than  general  maintenance  connected  with  the 
said  Hospital  as  the  Committee  shall  in  their  discretion  determine.”

Hon.  Secretary’s  Report 


I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Bideford  and  District  Hospital  Linen  League. 

Before  submitting  my  report  I  should  like  to  express  my  grateful  thanks 
for  all  the  assistance  that  I  have  received  during  the  year  from  the  members 
of  the  Committee,  and  to  our  President  whom  we  are  so  pleased  is  remaining 
in  the  neighbourhood.  Also  my  thanks  are  given  to  the  Chairman  and  the 
Matron  for  their  valuable  advice  and  interest. 

Very  special  thanks  are  given  to  the  members  of  the  Monday’s  Sewing 
Party,  for  their  loyal  support  in  attending  the  Hospital  each  Monday.  It 
has  been  another  year  of  success,  and  from  our  funds  we  have  been  able  to 
purchase  new  supplies  when  required,  there  is  still  a  difficulty  in  getting  some 
goods,  but  thanks  to  the  generous  gifts  in  kind  that  we  received  in  previous 
years,  our  Linen  section  is  in  good  order. 

The  receipts  from  donations  and  subscriptions  amounted  to  £19  14s.  Od., 
and  the  Expenditure  amounted  to  £125  14s.  4d. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  the  Bank  Balance  on  31-12-46  amounted 
to  £188  16s.  Od.,  we  now  have  a  balance  on  31-12-47  of  £82  15s.  8d.,  and  in 
addition  we  have  a  fair  stock  in  hand  of  some  items. 

The  Sewing  Party  have  made  223  items  from  our  own  new  material,  and 
have  repaired  2,044  items.  Each  article  has  been  marked  and  entered  in  the 
inventory.  In  addition  396  items  have  been  purchased  such  as  pillowslips, 
tea  cloths,  etc. 

Special  thanks  are  given  for  donations  paid  to  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  and 
we  are  most  grateful  to  Mrs.  Poole  for  collecting  subscriptions.
